London, . To-day. 

Lord. Cranborne, Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
answering several questions in the 
Commons. respecting the expulsion 
from Abyssinia of the British In- 
dian firm of. Mohammed .Ali, said 
that on March 6th the firm were 
ordered by the Italian authorities 
to close their premises and to cease 
commercial activity. 

A similar order, coupled with an 
intimation that their employees 
should leave the country, was given 
a week or so later. 

Representations had saan made 
by the acting British Consul-Gener- 
al at Addis Ababa and on instruc- 
tions, by His Majesty’s Ambassador 
at Rome, with a view ‘to ascertain+ 
ing the reason for the action and 
to securing an extension of the 
period within which the firm must 
leave. 

The firm had beer suffering se- 
verely from the effects of Italian 
exchange restrictions in Abyssinia 
and for -some time had been con- 
templating entering into ~ partner- 


ship with an. Italian’ firm. 


The representations. ‘had resulted 
in an ‘extension of the time limit 
being granted but it was not. re- 
garded as adequate and the- result 
of further representations, . which 
were being made to ensure that the 
firm were given reasonable: time in 
which. to arrange their affairs, ‘was 
awaited. 

Lord Cranborne | deciared 
there was no foundation for the 
suggestion that the firm~ or any 
members of it had. been employed 
for intelligence purposes by His 
Majesty’s Government.
